The 
writer has been in the cattle business 
for che last twelve years, in Alberta, 
end has been in every town in the 
province, of any size, during that 
time and has had a fair chance 'to 
Ooserve the condition of the country. 


To go further with it, the govern-- 
ment could secure horses at the pre- 
sent time so ag to scll the homestead- 
er a nico team oi mares weighing 1100 
pounds for the reasonable sum of $250 
which would increase the loan to the 
homesteader and make his entire out- 


lay $750.. This would assure him that. 


he was making no mistake by taking 
such lands and instead of the govern- 
ment granting leases, sell each one a 
section of this rough land at a rea- 
sonable price cad give him ten years 
to pay for same.
